Late Legislative Action Benefits City 


"Two of the top prioritieS*of resi- 
dents of the City of Romulus — promot- 
ing economic development in the |-94 
corridor and monitoring the proposed 
development of a deep injection well for 
hazardous waste storage — are moving 
forward thanks to two bills which were 
approved by the Michigan Legislature 
during its final days of session," said 
State Representative Raymond E. 
Basham (D—Taylor), who sponsored 
both bills. 

The first, House Bill 6175, will per- 
mit the City of Romulus Tax Increment 
Financing Authority (TIFA) to appropri- 
ate $14 million to complete a $20-mil- 
lionredevelopmentnearthe Vining Road 
interchange off of Interstate 94. (The 
City had committed $6 million to build 
the interchange.) The redevelopment 
was delayed by the passage of Pro- 


‘posal A, which blocked the use of local ~ 


Biepetyslax revenue to finance public 
rastructure improvements. 





the City of Romulus to finance local 
road improvements and commercial 
development. 

"This legislation frees millions of 
economic-development dollars to bring 
jobs to the Romulus—Taylor area," said 
Representative Basham. "Completion 
of the development near I-94 willcreate 
new businesses and new jobs, gener- 
ate new tax revenue for the City of 
Romulus, and stabilize property taxes 
for Romulus residents. It's a win-win- 
win situation for employers, workers, 


and taxpayers." 


Also pleased about the bill's pas- 
sage was Romulus Mayor William M. 
Oakley. 

"This legislation is the result of our 
elected representatives working to- 
gether for the good of Romulus. We are 
especially grateful to Representative 
Basham inthe House and Loren Bennett 
in the Senate for their support of this 
project." 

The second of Basham's bills, 
House Bill 5294, creates a special min- 
eral-well regulatory fund — financed 
through fees paid by well drillers — to 
create new jobs at the Department of 
Environmental Quality to monitor the 
construction and operation of deep in- 
jection wells such as the one which 
Environmental Disposal Systems, Inc. 
(EDS), is seeking to operate in the City 
of Romulus.

"Oversight isn't just important if the 
proposed well in Romulus goes for- 
ward," said Basham, who has joined 
forces with Romulus residents who op- 
pose the EDS project. "It's critical to 
have it for existing wells across the 
State. 

"People deserve to know that these 
wells are operating as promised," he 
continued. "My legislation puts new 
people onthe ground to oversee what is 
going onwith deep injection drilling, and 
also makes sure that taxpayers don't 
have to pay for the monitoring.” 

Basham's bill sets up a fee struc- 
ture, ranging between $500 and $2,500, 
forwell-drillers. Thefees willraise about 
$400,000 to fund the Department of 
Environmental Quality’s inspections. 

Both bills have passed the House 
and the Senate, and are currently await- 
ing the signature of Governor John
